of the Standard Oil company.” 
‘‘I do not know, sir." 
"What Is your best opinion about 
it?”

The concession of the Canton-Han 
kow railway was originally American 
Eventually the Chinese government 
canceled the rights and concessions j 
of the corporation, paying the own 
ers as Indemnity the sum of $6,750,000 
The road was to be about 1.200 miles 
long with an extension to Pekin of 
about 1,400 miles, making a total of 
2,600 miles. 
The acquisition of the concession by 
Chinese came about through the oppo­ 
se :on of th* Chinese to the enterprise 
being in foreign hands.
